‘At the third day’s session of the trial 
of Ora Otis Lewis and his brother, Roy 
Joe Lewis, for the murder of Motor Cy- 
cle Policeman John McKenna, the State 
today at the outset centered its efforts 
on establishing that the brothers were 
automobile and wire thieves and that 
they “put McKenna out of the way” 
because they knew he had discovered 
stolen wire in their automobile. 

The trail of the evidence was followed 
back to Mexico, Mo., to prove that the 
Lewis brothers had -stolen wire ‘thére 
the day before the murder and to show. 
that they were returning to St. Louls 
with stolen goods when McKenna chased 
them. 

It is apparent that the prosecution 
will make considerable capital out of 
the fact that after overhavling the 
Lewises in an alley near the oil filling 


the curtains and looked into the auto- 
mobile and that latér in the office of 
the filling station he said to the Lewis 
brothers: “‘Where did you get it?*’ 
Amswer Was Fatal Shot. 

The State will contend that the answer 
to this question was the shot which 
killed McKenna. <According to this 
theory the motive for the killing was 
that McKénna knew too much and the 
well-known axiom of desperate criminals 
that “dead men tell no tales.”

The Continental, according to the Hii- 
nois report, took no steps’ to require 
medical examination when it accepted 
the premiums of the members.

As a foundation for a oontest, a 
mandamus suit was filed in the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals today ty Jo- 
seph H. Smith, a negro voter, of .224 
Bowen street, to compel the judges 
and clerks of the Fifth Precinct of 
the Twelfth Ward to count six reject- 
ed ballots, all said to be Republican. 
The suit was filed by Edward Foris- 
tel, Seldon FP. Spencer and Forrest 
Donnell, representing the Republican 
State Committee. 

The St. Louis Election Board decided 
yesterday, by a tie vote, that it had no 
power to order a count of the so-called 
rejected ballots which precinct election 
officials put aside in°envelopes. These 
ballots, which are believed to be about 
1000 in number, were nearly all those 
of negroes, and are believed to be for 
the Republican ticket. 

The Democratic members of the Elec- 
tion Board, while they say the reject- 
ing of the ballots was improper, held 
that they had no authority to count the 
baliots, 
now has the right to give any orders 
which would affect the count on the 
vote for Governor. 

The mandamus suit in the Smith case 
ie “intended to show: whether. the, Elec- 
tion Board is right in holding that it 
has no power to compel the counting of 
rejected ballots. If the courts should 
sustain the board, the only recourse for 

the Republicans would be a contest be- 
fore the Legislature, which is Demo- 
‘cratic in both branches. 

State Chairman Hukriede said today 
that he did not know what Judge Lamm 
thought about the contest idea. 

Foristel said he was sure Judge Lamm 
would favor a contest, City Chairman 
Schmoll said the question of a contest 
would lie with the State Committee, but 
added that he hoped St. Louis voters, 
regardiess of party, would protest 
Sgainst the methods used at the elec- 
tion. Later, he said, the city commit- 
tec may take some action, though it 
has no immediate object to gain as to 
local offices. All the Republican local 
candidates except Jones, for Circuit At- 
torney, were elected, and Jones lost by 
so heavy a margin thet the rajohios 
votes would not help him, 

Gardner’s plurality, on the unofficial 
returns. is now running as low as 150, 
and the counting of the rejected St. 
Louis ballots, with other corrections 
made by the official count, might turn 
the scale against him. 


Condemna Election Day Methods. 

Election Commissioner Sidney 8S. Mav, 
a Democrat, said at the board’s meeting 
yesterday, as he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter on election day, that the 
methods employed by Democratic elec- 
tion officials to deprive these negroes of 
their votes were unjustifiable. He said 
he and Chairman Drabelle of the board, 
also a Democrat, did their best to put a 
stop to the use of these methods on 
election day, but that the election of- 
ficials disregarded their plain orders. 

May described the methods 
which these votes were rejected. 
Challengers in polling places, he said, 
would have: lists of names, showing 
negroes who were supposed to be dis- 
qualified from voting because they 
had been convicted of various of- 
fenses. 

If a challenger had the name 
“Cooper” on a list, he would chal- 
lenge any negro who apyeared to vote 
under the name of Cooner. It was 
the duty of the election officials in 
such cases, May said, to swear the 
css“eunire and require them to say 
that they knew the man had been 
convicted of some offense. Instead of 
doing this, he said, the Democrats 
would vote to reject the ballot, the 
Republicans would vote to accept it, 
and, a tie resulting, the ballot would 
be put aside in an envelope... The bal- 
lots are still in these envelopes, and 
none of them has been counted in 
making up the returns on national or 
local offices or the Governorship.

Lawyer Acts for Illinois Couple 
Held in Connection With 
Daughter’s Death. 


PONTIAC, IL, Nov. li.—Jacob G. 


Diemer, wealthy farmer, who, with his 
wife and daughter, Magdalena, are held 
under bond pending investigation into 
the death of Christine Diemer, another 
daughter, has engaged a lawyer and, 
either this afternoon or tomorrow the 
body of Christine will be taken from 
the grave in the City Cemetery and a 
second autopsy «held. 

Bert W. Adair, attorney for the Diem- 
ers, whose idea the second autopsy is, 
said today that this time two physicians 
would make the examination. 

The attorney reiterated the theory that 
the girl killed herself during an irra- 
tional moment. Dr. J. B. Mitchell, who 
Was present at the first autopsy, was 
quoted as expressing the opinion that 
the members of the girl’s family were 
not guilty, “if it was murder at all.” 
“Personally, I think it was suicide,’’ he 
is quoted as having said. “I think the 
girl jumped into the Vermillion River 
while suffering from an attack ofa 
nervous affliction.’’ 

Autopsy Physician’s Opinion. 
jDr. A. B. Middleton, who performed 
the autopsy, declared that, in his opin- 
ion, the girl s body was thrown into the 
Vermilion River not more than three 
days before it was found. This would 
apparently establish a lapse of nine days 
from the time of her disappearance untii 
the body entered the river. 

Investigators are trying to find some 
trace of the girl’s wanderings between 
the time she disappeared and the day 
her body was recovered. She disap- 
peared from the Diemer home Oct. 27 
and her body was found in the Vermil- 
ion River Nov. 8.

HOLD 5 SESSIONS; 
10/000 ARE HERE 


Dr. David Snedden and Dr. C. 
H. Judd Are Heard by Mis- 
souri Instructors. 


The Missouri State Teachers’ As80- 
elation, in fifty-fifth annual meeting 
here, held five departmental sessions 
this morning in as many buildings. At 
the association's information bureau, in 
the Marquette Hotel, it was stated that 
19,000 teachers had registered for the 
meetings, and that the attendance was 
fully as large as expected. 

At Soldan High School the genera! 
tepic was “Secondary Education.’’ Dr. 
David Snedden, Teachers’ College, ©°- 
lumbia University, New York Ci, 
spoke on the place of science in the 
high school curriculum. Dr. Charles 
H. Judd, director of the School of Ed- 
ucation of the University of Chicago, 
who recently supervised the survey of 
St Louis schools, talked on “Measuring 
Results in the High Schoo) Courses.” 

“Rural Education” was discussed at 
the Union Avenue Christian Church by 
Frof. W. K. Tate-of Peabody College 
for Teachers, Nashville, Tenn.; Prof. 
R. H. Emberson of the Untversity of 
Missouri, and Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart 
of Farnkfort, Ky., president of the 
Kentucky Illiteracy Commission. Mrs. 
Stewart's topic was “Moonlight 
Schools.”’ 

W. J. Stevens, a St. Louis school 
principal, who is first vice president of 
the State association, presided at the 
Third Baptist Church, where grammar 
giade education was discussed. The 
speakers were Dr. M. A. Honline of 
Dayton, O., Dr. W. W. Charters, dean 
of the School of Education at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and Dr. Snedden. 

Dr. Judd’s Topic. 

Teachers interested in intermediate 
grade education assembled at the Union 
M. E. Church, where Dr. Judd discussed 
‘“‘Mental Characteristics of Primary and 
Intermediate Grades.’’ Prof. M. A. 
O’Rear of the Springfield (Mo,.) State 
Normal School, and Mrs. Alice M. Car- 
malt of Pittsburg University, Were the 
other speakers here. 

Primary grade education was the 
theme at the session held at Sheldon Me- 
The speakers-were Mrs. Car- 
malt, Miss Ella Victoria Dobbs of Mis- 
sourl University, and Miss Emma Filso; 
of Tarkio, Mo. 

Coliseum Demonstration. 

In the afternoon the teachers assem- 
bled at the Coliseum to witness a dem- 
cnstration of physical training activities 
practiced in the St. Louis elementary 
and high schools. More than 3000 school 
children were there to participate in the 
demonstration. All phases of the work 
and play, beginning with grade one and 
ending with the high school, were 
shown. 

Mrs. Carmalt, in her address at Shel- 
don Memorial, on. ‘The New Education,” 
declared that the o!d idea that “a child 
should be seen and not heard” was 
wrong. She is a noted primary grade 
teacher and head of the department 
of elementary methods at Pittsburg Uni- 
versity. 

“As the acorn is an oak tree poten- 
tially, so the child’s knowledge of his 
home and surroundings is the acorn of 
later geography,’ Mrs. Carmalt de- 
clared. ‘The stories his father and 
his grandfather tell him give him his 
f'rst ideas of past time and of great 
changes. This furnishes the acorn that 
will later expand into history. His im- 
pulses to talk and chatter are acorns of 
later compositions, and his childish, 
everyday adjustments with his play- 
mates in his endeavors.to ‘play fair’ are 
the acorns that will grow into steady 
habits of moral adjustment that are pro- 
ductive of character. 

Mrs. Carmalt pointed out the differ- 
ences between the old and new methods 
of instilling Knowledge into a child. The 
old way was to be obsessed with the 
idea that it was necessary to dig up 
musty classics of the ancients and instill 
them into young heads as soon as they 
were old enough to reason with, and for 
years schools were conducted on those 
principles. The new way, she asserted, 
is really based on the teacher’s study 
of the needs of the child and then to 
give him some, Knowledge that will in- 
terest him and develop his ré@entality 
along strictly tmaginative lines. 

Interesting Development Period. 

“The interesting period of child de- 
velopment,” Mrs. Carmalt related, ‘‘is 
from 6 to 10 years. The brain has then 
developed so that certain finer co- 
ordinations are possible. A child at this 
time has only a limited power of gen- 
éralizing and none of abstraction. It is 
impossible to teach him patriotiam as 
such, for he can have no idea of the 
nation, so he cannot be taught to love 
and serve it. But if he loves his moth- 
er and father in the small world ho 
knows, he has taken his first step to- 
ward loving and serving the mother 
country that he will some day know, 
honor and appregiate. 

“Study nowadays is growing less di- 
dactic, less arbitrary and more elastic 
and adaptable. Let a child play; let 


Mrs. Carmalt pects that each 
year we are getting away from the old 
forms of teaching children. With each 


and thus are able to impart it to those 
beneath us, Just now we are learning 
that the little child is selfish and must 
be selfish under an instructive law. And 
that his charcter grows as he grows 
out of this selfishness into a fine young 
boy or girl in the teens. It is really in 
this period that the essence of future 
character forms itself, she declared, 
“The pecullarity of this new educa- 
tion,’’ Mrs. Carmalt continued, “is that 
the teacher is learning | it just a little 


year we are learning more of ourselves | know | 


‘how to teach. They were as ig- 
norant as the children they were en- 
deavoring to give knowledge to. 

“As the new educational idea spreads 
and teachers are inspired by its vita 
emphasis, chiidren will go into the up- 
ber grades with greater individuality, 
more power over their activities and 
with the beginning of sturdy characters. 
They will have had experience in social 
adjustments and service to others thai 
will be the basis for later community 
life,”

It is gratifying to note that some of the leaders 
are denying the strike agitation. ; 

In passing the Adamson law Congress took 
over the controversy between the trainmen and 
the railroads. The law embodied a concession of 
the fundamental demand of the trainmen for an 
eight-hour day. It was accepted by them as a 
satisfactory settlement of the controversy and 
the strike was called off. Having accepted the 
law and placed their cause under its protection 
they must abide by it. They must accept the 
processes of law and take the consequences. 

An appeal to the court for the purpose of test- 
ing the validity of the law and obtaining a 
judicial interpretation of it is a clear right of 
the railroads. They are entitled to a hearing in 
court, 

If the trainmen refuse to concede this right 
and insist upon an arbitrary enforcement of the 
law witHout recourse to the courts they thrust 
aside law and resort to force. Their action 
would be regarded as notice that organized 
labor wants law only when law and legal proc- 
esses suit them and will resort to force regard- 
less of law and governmental authority when 
force will serve their ends. |

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KANSAS’ WOMEN OFFICEHOLDERS. 

The female office-holder is a fixture in Kansas. 
That State now has 126 women who hold public 
office, and the number will be increased with 
the new year to 161, that being the roster of the 
women who were elected out of 255 nominees for 
public office. Such clerical and educational of- 
fices as County Superintendent of Schools and 
County Clerk are the ones to which women are 
now generally chosen, and for which they may 


may be suré that the list of positions to which 
they aspire will be rapidly extended. .

Great Britain refuses to comply with our de- 
mands that she abandon her blacklist policy with

It is evident that, in the sinking of the Ameri- 
can steamship Columbian last week the.German 
U-boat commander was acting on a similar the- 
ory, namely, that to permit this ship to proceed 
to and unload at Genoa would have been to supply 
Italy with the 9000 tons of cargo carried by her. 
Both sides in this world war appear to have de- 
cided, arbitrarily, that everything shipped to an 
enemy country is to be regarded as contraband 
and so treated Capt. Curtis of the Columbian re- 
ports that his ship was sunk immediately after 
he and his crew had left her, so that {t was im- 
possible for the submarine to examine and pass 
upon the cargo, in the search for contraband, as 
required by international law. 

The warring nations are in such a state of 
mind that the possible ruin of some American 
merchants, the sinking of American ships and 
cargoes and the endangering of their crews ap- 
pears of little consequence, compared with the 
aid to enemy resources from American trade. 
Whenever and wherever that trade is legitimate, 
however, we must uphold our rights. To fail to 
do so would invite encroachment and aggression 
that would be ruinous

In organizing the New Constitution Associa- 
tion, the teachers of the State are pioneers,in @ 
work of the greatest importance to all the people. 
The object of the teachers is primarily to obtain 
better educational laws, but in the making of the 
Constitution all other intenente of the State can 
be "provided for. 

The need for a new Constitution is pressing. 
Our present Constitution, good in its time, is an- 
tiquated.. It is at many points an obstacle to 
progress. In particular it provides a bad tax 
system under which gross inequalities have 
arisen. It seems impossible under the system 
to correct these evils, because it is fundamentally 
wrong. Those are two of many objects which 
require revision. 

The first step is to convince the people of Mis- 
souri that the Constitution should be revised. 
Both parties have declared for revision, but a 
‘campaign of education is needed to ‘arouse the 
public mind to the necessity of change and to in- 
form it as to the changes that should be made. 
» The New Constitution Association is a good or- 
ganization for this work. It should receive sup- 
port and co-operation from all progressive citi- 
zens who realize that Missouri is handicapped 
by the existing Constitution and needs a pro- 
gressive modern body of fundamental laws.

New Recipes 


Date Tapieoca—One quart hot milk, 
4 tablespoons tapioca, speck sait, 4 
cup sugar, 3 eggs, 1 cup chopper 
dates, 3 tablespoons pulverized sugar. 
Seald the milk in the top of a dou- 
ble boiler, then add the tapioca and 
sugar and cook for 15 mi:iutes; at the 
end of this time, add the yolks of the 


|egges (which have been mixed to- 


gether), stirring constantly, and cook 
for three minutes. Remove from the 
fire, cool slightly, then add_e the 
chopped dates. Turn into a pudding 
dish, cover the top with the whites 
of the eggs, which have been beaten 
very stiff, with the pulverized sugar. 
and bake in the oven until brown 
across the top. 


Stuffed Carrots—-Take some good- 
sizer carrots; after washing them well 
and cutting off the green tuft cut each 
one across about 2% inches from the 
leaves. Scoop out the inside yellow part, 
leaving a case of the redder part and a 
piece to form the bottom at the smaller 
end. Then stew the cases very gently 
till a little tender, but not quite soft. | 
Take them out of the water, drain them 
and then, placing each on its small end, 
fill with hot chopped mushrooms that 
have been tossed in butter. Arrange in 
a circle on a dish and garnish with 
small sprigs of carrot leaves or brown 
leaves.

Have Had 8-Hour Strikes. 


The National Metal Trades Associa- 
tion and the National Hrectors Associa- 
tion have had many bitter eight-hour 
strikes in the last three or four years. 
Officers of the Metal Trades organiza- 
tion Reepatiy denounced the eight-hour 
demand as “a national menace.’’ The 
General Electric Co. fought employes’ 
Gemand last fall for an eight-hour day, 
compromising on nine and one-half, 
with a wage advance. 

The National Association of Manufac. 
turers backed the “blacklist’’ fight that 
resulted ‘in a jail sentence for Samuel 
Gompers. The silk industry has had 
many strikes for shorter hours. 

It ls known that the work of getting 
members for the conference board was 
in progress last April, after announce- 
ment of demands of railway brother- 
hoods for an eight-hour day. On Sept. 
21, two weeks after President Wilson 
had signed the eight-hour bill, a notice 
was circulated among members describ- 
ing the conference board as ‘‘a co-opera- 
tive body composed of representatives 
of national industrial associations, or- 
ganized to provide @ clearing house of 
information, a forum for constructive 
discussion and machinery for co-opera- 
tive action on matters that vitally affect 
the industrial development of the coun- 
try.”

Ten-Day Contest for $7500 
Cash Prizes Will Be Inaugu- 
rated at Washington Alleys 
by Eight Fives. 


HE tenth annual, and. also the 
largest tournament ever staged 

by the Middle West Bowling Associa- 
tion, will be opened tonight on the 
Washington alleys, Eighth street and 
Washington avenue. The inaugural 
will be known as Post-Dispatch Night, 
eight teams from the Post-Dispatch 


League having the alleys .to.them-) 
selves in their try for high marks on 
the newly cross-planed and varnished 
alleys. 

All the eclat of a national champion- 
ship introductory will attend the Mid- 
West opening ceremonies. Mayor Kiel, 
Henry Menne, president of’ the St. Louis 
Tenpin Association, Edmond Koeln, a 


member of the local tournament com- 
pany and George 8S. Johns of the Post- 
Dispatch are on the program to make 
short speeches prior to the bowling of 
the first ball. 

After this there will be nothing but 
rolling, and plenty of it, until Nov.

turn on the drives. 

During the 10 days of the event, 171 
five-man teams, approximately 300 two- 
man teams and about 500 individuals will 
compete for new records.

Cash Prize a’ New Record. 


The tournament this season should 
prove to be the best ever held, that is 
from a financial standpoint. The entry 
fees totaled about $10,000. Of this total 
$7500 will be divided among the bowlers, 


20 per cent being taken off for the local 
tournament company and another 6 per 
cent for the Mid West Association. This 
is by far the largest prize fund ever 
competed for, except in the American 
Bowling Congress events, in which the 
prize fund runs between $30,000 and §$40,- 
000. This event, though, has between 
600 and 700 teats, iInatead of less than 
2900 as. is the case with the Mid West. 
The schedule arranged by Dennis J. 
Sweeney, secretary of the local asso- 
ciation, and his assistants will be the 
most strenuous ever attempted in any- 
tournament. While only eight teams roll 
on the first night, this is the only ‘easy
